PRESIDENT OF FEDERAL LAND 
SANK EXPLAINS POINTS 


Says Liability of Association Mem­ 
bers in 
Case 
of 
Foreclose is 
Strong Feature of Law. 


St. l/o uis. Mo., June 29—llenr^n 
W. Danfortli, president «»1 the Fed- 
! eral Land Rank of Si. Louis, has ad- 
| milted that hi< department 
is en­ 
countering 
considerable 
objections 
from farmers because of the co-oper­ 
ative feature^ of the Jaw which re­ 
quires the organization of national 
farm loan associations. 
“Others,” said Danforth, “ object to 
that feature of the law which rc- 
quiros every applicant to subscribe 
for -took in the National Farm l*>an 
Association in the sum of 5 per cent 
of his loan and the individual respon­ 
sibility to the extent of the amount 
of the stock owned by them at the 
par value thereof in addition to the 
amount paid in and represented by 
their shares. 
“ This individual responsibility is 
equal mid rateable so that tin* full 
liability that is assumed by any bor­ 
rower is 19 per cent of his loan. I his 
liability is in my judgment, one of the 
stro ng est features of the law. 
“ When the members of the farm 
loan 
association 
have 
their first 
meeting to select officers and direo 
tor- and the. local loan committee 
they will have this liability in mind 
and will he careful to see that the 
best 
men in their association are 
placed in responsibility. 
They will 
also he cautious in selecting the loan 
committee. 
“ If all members of the local associ­ 
atio ns use the proper caution in mak­ 
ing these 
selections there 
is no 
chance of any member being called 
upon to pay the additional 5 per cent 
¿ability o r to forfeit hi- stock. 
Be­ 
fore this could happen it would lie 
necessary for one of tin* members to 
default, which would mean a fore- 
o-ure. and tin* land would have to 
be sold at public aution for less than 
59 per cent of what their own local 
appraisers had declared it worth. 
“ Thi- feature of the law, more 
than any other, will stablize farm 
credit and make the land bank bonds 
an attractive investment at low in- 
tere-t rates. 
The investor will rea­ 
son it thus: ‘If ten, fifteen or twenty 
farmers in a given territory are will­ 
ing to guarantee each other’s obliga­ 
tions to the extent of 10 per cent of 
their own 
indebtedness, and 
the 
twelve land banks guarantee tin* pay­ 
ment of all bonds, they must he gilt - 
ed ged.’ 
“Tlie Federal land hunk- have not 


desirable as any government bonds. 
We believe the bonds will sell event­ 
ually on a 3 per cent, basis. 
“ Another strong feature of the law 
is that which requires that all money 
loaned to fanners must he used for 
productive purposes. 
“ The system is co-operative and 
should be especially attractive to! 
fanners throughout thq grain belt i 
who have for years enjoyed the ad- j 
vantage- of co-operation in the mar­ 
keting of their grain. 
If the farmer J 
can market his grain to advantage! 
through his own co-operative ele­ 
vator, why should he not in the same 
wav market his creditf”
